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REMARKS 



CHIS Catalogue forms the fifth part of the library of the 
Hon. Samuel W. Pennypacker, recently Governor of 
Pennsylvania. It embraces his extraordinary collection 
of books relating to the Quakers, including "Truth Ad- 
vanced," the first book printed in New York. And printed by 
William Bradford. Many that are excessively rare, relating to 
the Keith controversy; Bishop's New England Judged, the first 
edition ; the very rare and celebrated Battle-Door, by George Fox 
and others, which was written in defense of the Quakers' "Thee" 
and "Thou," as well as many other works of George Fox, the 
founder of the sect; the writings of William Penn, George 
Whitehead, Francis Bugg, and other noted followers and oppo- 
nents of Fox. They are mostly all first editions, and quite a 
number are the only copies known. The Quaker element being 
so intimately associated in connection with the early settlement 
of the Colonies, makes this gathering of unusual interest to the 
historian of America, and we venture to assert that it is the most 
important offered the American public. After these follow The 
Publications of the Sower Press of Germantown, Phila- 
delphia. Governor Pennypacker has long enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of having the most complete collection of the issues of this 
press in existence, commencing with Padlin's "Eine Emstliche 
Ermahnung/' a broadside printed in 1738 and the first issue 
of this celebrated press, it follows down to the last, including 
the finest known copy of the "Zionitischer Weyrauchs 
HuGEL," Sower's first book. Fine copies of the three Bibles 
printed in 1743, 1763, and 1776 — in the first is a printed flyleaf 
by Sower, which is to be found in no other copy, and, of course, 
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makes this unique. The second is excessively rare, and thought 
by good authorities to be the most uncommon of the three, 
whilst I take the ground that the latter (1776 edition) is the 
rarest of the lot, from the fact that fevi^er copies of that edition 
have passed through my hands in the last forty years. It is 
a well-known fact that the major portion of the edition, while 
in sheets, was used by the Continental Army for cartridge 
paper. Consequently, fewer copies of this edition were sold 
than of the two former editions. However, the series is of 
exceeding interest, and the 1743 edition hears the distinction 
of being the first Bible printed in a European language in 
America. The seven New Testaments, which are included in 
the collection, are probably one of its most remarkable features, 
as they all appeared before any English Testament was published 
in this country. The first was published in 1745; the second in 
175s ; the third in 1761 ; the fourth in 1763 ; the fifth in 1764; the 
sixth in 1769, and the seventh in 1775. It is the only complete 
set in existence, whilst that of 1764 is entirely unknown to all 
bibliographers, and of the editions of 1745, 1755, and 1769, there 
is only one other copy of each known, and they are in the library 
of the Flistorical Society of Pennsylvania. The series of almanacs 
"Der Hoch-Deutsch Americanische Calendar" commence 
with that of 1741, and, with several breaks, run to 1778, whilst 
"Tobler's Pennsylvania Town and Countryman's Alman- 
ack" commences with the first in 1756 and runs (with the ex- 
ception of 1760) to 1761. Among the other publications are 
many that are unique, as well as of great historical interest. 
After this follow the publications from the various presses of 
the little inland towns of Pennsylvania, and whilst these, as a 
rule, date back only to the first quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury (a few, of course , dating in the last quarter of the eight- 
eenth century), they are nevertheless of peculiar interest, from 
the fact that they form almost a complete history of early print- 
ing in Pennsylvania, and all are, more or less, rare and can 
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justly be termed the "incunabulae" of our State. In most cases 
the books are of a religious character, and in the German or 
I'ennsylvania Dutch language, and illustrate the great moral 
character of our early "Pennsylvania Dutch" settlers. 

The last portion of the Catalogue is devoted to First 
American Editions. These include a fine copy of the First 
Edition of Shakespeare, 1795-6; the First Edition of Irving's 
Knickerbocker's New York, 1809; the First Edition of the 
Federalist, 1788; the Proposed Book of Common Prayer, 1785; 
line copy of The Aitken Bible, 1782, being the first Bible 
printed in English in America; the First Edition of Goldsmith's 
Vicar of Wakefield, 1772 ; the First Edition of Gulliver's 
Travels, 1736-7; the First Edition of Josephus, 1773-1775 ; which, 
to complete, called into requisition no less than four different 
presses. The First Edition of Sterne's Works, 1774, and many 
other first editions of American and English authors. 

The Catalogue has been compiled with valuable bibliograph- 
ical information, and should attract the attention of collectors 
and librarians everywhere. The collecting of these books has 
been the life work of Governor Pennypacker, and, being one of 
the earliest on the field, he has been enabled to gather the treas- 
ures enumerated herein, many of which could not be duplicated.

S the Court had the preceding Evening adjoit'ned 
to (even in the Morning, by fix o'Clock on Thurl* 
day the Street of WInchefter were at ftillof 
People as if it had been at Noon-day, and the greateft 
Part of theCompany crowded upro theCaftle.rheDoors 
of which were thrown open at feven, and the Court 
alnnoil ecjtirely filled in a CLuarter of an Hour, Ateight 
o'clock Sir William Henry Adiurfl, Kot. and Sir 
Beaumont Hotham, catne into the Court, and Silence 
being proctaimcd, the I'rifoner was let to the Bar, and 
arraigned by the Name of James Hill, alias James 
Hinde, alias John Hinde, alias James Axlan, common- 
ly called John the Painter. Having heard his Indiil- 
ment read over, he pleaded Not Guilty, ind put 
himl.-ll on God and his Country. 

Mr. Fielding, the Junior Council for the Crown, 
then fhortly itated the Indidtment to ihe Jury, which 
confifled of ihrce Counts: 

The hrit iharging the Prifonerwith being violently 
fufpcdled of luving, ' fclonioudy, wilfully, and mjli- 
ciouflv fct Fire to a certain Out-hou(e and Building,

The (ccond with ' felonioufly, wilfully, and mali- 
cioufly (cning on Fire, burning, and deltroying a cer- 
tain fkildlng, called the Rope-houfe, belonging to his 
Maj^rlly's Dock-Yaid at Porilinouth." 

The I bird witl* ' feloniouily, wih'olly ;n;cJ marttro^WTy 
fetii:)g on Fiie, and dertroying a Quantity of his Majef- 
ty's Naval Store?, Value lool. kept, placed, and de- 
liofited in the laid Ropr-Yard againll the Statute, See' 

Serjeant Davy next rcle, and entered into an ample 
t)ilcu(tion of the Queftion before the Jury, Itating the 
Fail of the Fire, which was well known to have burft 
out on the 7th of December lalt, and dwelling for a 
conliderablc Time on the dreadful Conlequences which 
niight have followed, and elpccially poiniinjj out the 
Milchiefs which mull inevitably have fallen on us as a 
People, had the Scheme of burning all the Dock- Yards 
taken I'lace ar this Crifis. After for lome Timehold- 
ingal'iiUtic of national Horror, the Serjeant took a 
View of the Evidence which would be given in Support 
of the Indiflinent, and fliewed that the whole of the 
Charge, enormous as it was, would be proved in fiich 
a Manner, that it Woyld be impcflible for the Jury to 
entertain a Doubt of the Guilt of the Frifoner.

in order to prove this, he laid, that by mere Accident, 
One of the WitncfTes, whole Name wasBaldwin, haci 
got acquainted with the Prisoner, while he was in Pri- 
fon ; and that the Prilbner had in the fuUefl Manner ac- 
knowledged his Guilt to him, dating every minute 
Circumftance of his Conduit, from his interview with 
Silas Dean, in Paris, Vo the moment of his being ap- 
prehended. The Serjeant took great Pains to Ihev* 
that Baldwin's Tertimony was unimpeachable ; that it 
flood on the faireft and mod honourable Grounds ; and 
that it was mod clearly genuine and well-founded | be- 
caule that every AlTertion made by Baldwin, which re- 
lated to a Fa£l afcertainablc by the Teffimony of other 
Witneftes, was lupported by the Hrongell and moft in- 
dubitable collateral Proof — After going through the 
Whole of the intended Evidence, the Serjeant held up

proceeded to examine the WitnefTes. 

A great Number of circuniltaritial WitnefTes being 
examined, the Jury juft a?ked each oiher'sOpinion, and 
icflantly pronounced the Prifoner GUILTY. 

The Clerk of the Arraigns then asked the Prifoner 
what he had to lay why Sentence ofDeath fhould not be 
pronounced againft hiirr, when he laid aloud, Nothing. 

Baron Hotham immediately put onhis'Cap.aud pafkd 
Sentence of Death on him in a very afftdlng Manner, 
intrcating him to fpend the fewHours he had to live in 
preparing himlelf for Eternity.

Early on the Morning after his Condenrination, he 
exprefl'ed to the Pe'lon who attended him an earnelt 
Defire of laying before the Public the whole Circum- 
fiances of his Ljfe, and particularly that Part of it which 
had been engaged in ftrlving to injute his Country,, 
Loping, that by difcovcring the whole of this unac- 
countable Plot, thit it might in fonie Meafure atone for . 
the Injuries he had done J the heinoufnefs and Folly 6f 
which, he was now too fenlible of.— — This Rcqueft 
being made known to the Earl of Sandwich and the 
Judges, Sir John Fielding was direftcd to fqnd his 
Clerk to the Prifon, in order to take down his Confef- 
fion, which is as follows. 

That he left Scotland early, and vyent to America, ^ 
where lie refidcd the grcatelt Part of his Time. That | 
the Scheme for letting Fire to the Shipping and Dock- 
Yards belonging to Great Britain, was originally of his 
own framing. That on the breaking but.of^ the Ame- 
rican Difputes, this Scheme came into his Hcadv That 
it was continually running in hit Mind, and the more 
he thought of ir, the more praflicablc it appeared. 
That he let cut for England in oider to take a View of 
the Docks and Shipping, the better to inform himfelf 
oF the PofTibility of his Scheme ; and after viliting all 
the Dock-Yards, &c. in the Kingdom, he began to lay 
down his Plan of Operations. 

He tiicn proceeds to enumerate his various Ronrs 
through the different Parts of this Kingdom ; his Voyage 
to France, and Conferences at Paris; the Communica- 
tion of his Scheme there; his Promifes of having a 
Commiliion in the American Service; his Arrival from 
France; his Attempts to fct Fire to the Dock-Yard at 
Plymoyth, and Rcafons for not fucceeding ; his Manner 
of letting Fire to theSrorc-houlesand Shipping at Brif- 
tol i his whole Tranfadtions at Portfmouth ; his real 
tJamc and Connexions j his Conferences witii Silas 
Ceanc j their Cgnftrcnce at the Salopiin Cof?«e-houfe:

difcovers the Gentleman's Name and Place of Abode; 
with a Number of other inierefting Tranladlions, that 
will be publiihedat large at the Priloner'sownRequeft. 

On .Monday, at eight Minutes before One o'Clocft, 
he was hanged hear the Hardway on the Common, ot» 
a Gallo-*s near fixty Feet high, which is the highell 
everereitcd in England, being the mizen Mall of the 
Aretbula Man of War; and after hanging the ulual 
Time, was lovvered down, and put into Irons, and car- 
ried over to Block-houle Point, where he was hung 
upon a new Gibbet ereited for that Purpofe, purfuant to 
his Sentence. 

He was carried in Proce.Tion round the Dock- Yard to 
the Place ol Execution at the Gate. He defired to Hop 
at the Commiffioner's Hoiife to fpeak to him, and hs 
in the mofl earnell Manner recommended, that the 
Rope-houle at Plymouth Ihould be infpedied into, and 
every Precaution taken to fecure it againll Attempts of 
Fire and Incendiaries : He exprelTed a Penitence for his 
Crime, acknowledged the Jultnefs of his Sentence, and 
adviled him to be pa_rticulariy Cautious who he admitted 
into the Docks as he had Realon tothinkother .Attempts 
would be made. " I iiiteoded (added he)ro have given 
a Stab on the Side, but it has only been a Uight Scratch, 
in the Hand." He alfo remarked, of'all the Docks, 
Plymouth was the mofl eafy to carry fuch Attempts in- 
to Executioi:. He defired this Intelligence migbrbe 
given to the Lords of the Admiralty ; . and concluded, 
" I have been a very wicked Fellow, hut hope, thro' 
the Merits of Chrill, to be forgiven." After which he 
was taken to the Place of Execution, where he behaved 
ai one becoming his unhappy Sitnarion. 

He left with the Goaler a particular Relation of his 
Conduit everiince the Year 1771, which is marked with 
lon;e of the molt atrocious Crimes 9 Man can he 
fi'.iilty of.

ual harp — playing in the many times of divine visitation." 
There are a number of facts in the bibilo graphical history 
of the Weyrauchs Hiigci, any one of zvhich would be enough 
to make it a remarkable publication. It was the first book 
printed in German type in America. It ivas the first book 
from the justly celebrated and prolific colorAal press of Chris- 
topher Saur, of Gerr,iant07vn. A letter from Germantow.i, 
dated November i6, 173S, and published in the "Geistiiche 
Fama," a European periodical of the Inspired, says: "IFe 

have here a German book-publishing house established by 
Saur, and the Seventh-day Baptists have had a great hymn 
book printed of old and new hymns mixed." In rather a 
curious way it led to the establishment of the Ephrata press. 
The thirty-seventh verse of the four hundredth hymn runs 
as follows: 

Sehet, sehet, sehet. an! 
Sehet, sehet an den Mann! 
Der von Gott erhoeret ist, 
Der istunser Herr und Christ. 
Which literally translated is: 
Look, look, look. 
Look, look upon the man; 
He is heard by God; 
He is our Lord and Christ. 

The compositor asked Saur whether he thought that more 
than one Christ had appeared. .Saur inquired of him why 
he suggested nich an idea; when the man pointed oiit this 
verse and said it appeared to him that by it Conrad Beissel, 
the founder of the Ephrata Cloister, meant himself. Saur 
zvrote this to Beissel, and asked whether it had any founda- 
tion; whereupon Beissel replied to him that he zvas a fool. 
This language did not please Saur, ivho soon after issued 
a pamphlet cejisuring Beissel, saying, among other tilings, 
that his name contained the number 6fi6 of the beast of the 
Apocalypse, and that he had received something from all 
the planets — "from Mars his strenrth, from Venus his in- 
fluenc over %vom,en. and from Mercur\' his comedian tricks." 
Beissel became quite angry, and one of the results of the 
7uidening breach was a nezi' pre.fs at Ephrata. The Wey- 
rauchs Hiigel is the largest and most importanJ collection 
of the hymns of the Ephrata Cloister. Many of them were 
written there by Beissel and others, but unfortunately it is 
not possible, except in a few instances, to determine the 
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authorship of particular hymns. Christian Hoehn, "a pious 
and God-fearing woman," who died an inmate of the Clois- 
ter at an advanced age, wrote those upon pages 465 and 
456; be ginning "IVenn rnir das Creufs will machen Schmert- 
.■zen," and "Ich dringe ein in Jesu Liebe." A manuscript 
hook, beantifvlly written and ilhmiinated, in the possession 
of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, contains the music 
to which these hymns were sung. 

As the edition ivas small and the book was in common use 
for devotional purposes, it has become cxtrcmeh scarce, 
nearly all of the few known copies being imperfect. For 
accounts of it see the Deutsche Pionier, vol. VIIL, page 47, 
and Dr. Seidcnsticker's paper on "Die Dcutsch-Amerikan- 
ischer Incunabula," in the same volume, page 475.

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REMARKS 



This collection, outside of a small number of autograph 
letters and historical documents, is composed principally of 
early American Broadsides, Caricatures, Portraits and Views. 
They were gathered by the Hon.-Saml. W. Pennypacker, 
late Governor of Pennsylvania, as having peculiar value, 
appertaining or relating to historical researches in which 
he was interested. Many are of great historical value, are 
linked with the political history of our country, both in 
Colonial and our own times. 

The collection ef Caricatures is a remarkable one, and 
include the largest number frOm the pen of the American 
Gillray, Wm. Charles, including the only known Caricature 
with a portrait of Genl. Washington, a facsimile of which will 
be found facing the title page of this catalogue. There are also 
many caricatures of the period of the American Revolution, 
as well as an unusual number relating to the Civil War, 
which, of course, either comment favorably or adversely on 
the Administration of Abraham Lincoln and Jefferson Davis 
and other leading participants. 

The Collection of Broadsides is of vital historical impor- 
tance, commencing with those relating to Pennsylvania in 
Colonial times, up to and including the Civil War. One in 
particular relates to the Tea Ship commanded by Capt. 
Ayres, published in 1773; another gives the account of the 
execution of John the Painter, who destroyed the naval 
stores at Portsmouth, England; and still another relates to 
Braddock's Expedition. There are also many rare Broad- 
sides, more or less curious in color and design, published by 
the Mennonites and other early German settlers of Pennsyl- 
vania, as well as the Epistles from the Annual Yearly Meeting 
of Friends in Pennsylvania, during and immediately after 
the Revolution. 

The Views include many of great rarity appertaining to 
Philadelphia and other sections of Pennsylvania, embracing 
a complete set of Habermann's Colored Views in Philadel- 
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phia, Boston, New York, Quebec, etc., about the time of 
the Revolution. 

Among the Portraits will be found many of excessive 
rarity, including the Mezzotinto Portrait of David Rittenhouse 
by Savage, the Stipple Portrait of Jno. Adams by Houston, 
the colored Mezzotinto profile portrait of Benj. Rush, the 
large full-length portrait of Benj. Lay by H. Dawkins, as well 
as many other portraits of celebrated Characters of the Colo- 
nial and Revolutionary period and of early German settlers 
in Pennsylvania. 

Among those that are framed is the Original Study by 
Benj. West, in oil, of his world-noted painting of the 
Death of General Wolfe, illustrating the most eventful 
period of American History, and another original study by 
West of the Death of Scipio. There is also a life-sized oil 
Portrait from life of Abraham Lincoln, by Jesse Atwood, 
which the martyred President pronounced his best portrait ; as 
also the original playbill from the box at Ford's Theatre 
which was occupied by Lincoln on the night of his assassina- 
tion. 

The collection as a whole is too varied for us to fully 
describe its importance in these remarks, and we hope that 
those interested will study this catalogue carefully, as much 
of the material included is of uncommon interest, and of such 
a character as could not be readily duplicated.

If he 
could, however, and could follow the road up to Danville, 
and South of it making the destruction of both roads 
sufficient to last for a month, or two, it would be a good 
thing. In starting out such parties a wide discretion 
must be given to commanding officers, I see from Atlanta 
papers that they look upon the loss of that place as pro- 
bable but congratulate themselves that Sherman could 
not stay a month if he had it, Intimation seems strong 
that Johnston will fall back to Macon, when he thinks 
he will not be followed for some time, and detach largely 
to join Lee's Army to drive us back, when they can fall 
upon Sherman with an overwhelming force, To cut 
both roads far south therefore will be a great help to us, I 
think Sheridan should simply be informed fully of the 
importance of complete and extended destruction of the 
enemy's roads and be left to execute it in his own way 
and with descretion to return in his own time, with 
authority even to go into New Bern if he deems safety 
requiring it. The object of an Infantry force is to give 
him a fair start beyond reach of the enemy's Infantry. 
If a corps can get on the rail-road between the rebel 
Cavalry and Infantry that would be sufficient, they might 
remain one day destroying road if not engaged with the 
enemy and then return moving well to the East in doing 
so. U. S. Grant, Lt."

514 THE ORIGINAL STUDY BY BENJAMIN WEST P. R. A. 

From which he painted his celebrated picture of the 
"Death of General Wolf." Size 1 7 X 24^ inches. Framed 
and Glazed. 
This picture portrays one of the most noted events in American 
history. Drawn and Painted by Benjamin West and 
signed and dated 1755. It is of the highest interest from 
the fact that it is the handiwork of a Philadelphia boy of 
Colonial times, who with diligence and perseverance 
raised himself up to be the foremost artist of Europe and 
President of the English Royal Academy. And it is of 
the greatest historic importance from the fact that it por- 
trays the great event in history of the "Death of General 
Wolf," which established the English supremacy over 
the North American Colonies. For half a century 
every history of America contained a reproduction 
of this painting. Of this artistic work we quote the 
following from Dunlap's "Arts of Design," Vol. I, 
page 63; " The Actions of Englishmen seemed all to have 
been performed, if Costumes were to be believed,, by Greeks 
or by Romans. West dismissed at once this pedantry 
and restored Nature and Propriety in his noble work of 
the 'Death of Wolf.' The Multitude acknowledged its

excellence at once. . . . Lord Grosvenor. 
purchased this work, which. . . is one of the best of 
our historical pictures. The Indian Warrior watching 
the dying hero to see if he equalled in fortitude the children 
of the deserts, is a -fine stroke of nature and poetry. 
'When it was understood,' said the artist, 'I intended to 
paint the characters as they actually appeared on the 
scene, the Archbishop of York called on Reynolds {Sir 
Joshua) and asked his opinion. They both came to my 
house to dissuade me from running so great a risk. 
Reynolds began a very ingenious and elegant dissertation 
on the state of Public Taste in this Country and the danger 
which every innovation incurred of contempt and ridicule, 
and concluded by urging me earnestly to adopt the Costume 
of Antiquity, as more becoming the Greatness of my sub- 
ject than the modern garb of European Warrior .... 
They went away then and returned again when I had the 
painting finished. Reynolds seated himself before the 
picture, examined it with deep and minute attention for 
half an hour; then rising said to Drummond, " West has 
conquered. He has treated his subject as it ought to be 
treated. I retract my objections. I foresee that this 
picture will not only become one of the most popular, but 
will occasion a revolution in Art." ' " This is the original 
study of the "Death of General Wolf," & signed by West, 
and preserved by his family in its present frame until the 
year 1898, when it was sold, and purchased by Judge 
Pennypacker . It may be truly claimed that historically, 
this is the most important art work in America, and 
ought to find a place in some public library, to which it 
alone would give importance.

One of these he Presented to the President, who wrote a 
letter saying he regarded it as the best portrait of himself 
painted; the other Mr. Atwood retained himself, and it 
remained in the possession of the family of the artist and 
near friends until purchased by the Hon. Sam'l W. 
Pennypacker from Clara V. Fisher, the grand-daughter 
of Jesse Atwood, and who inherited it from his estate. 
The portrait is accompanied with an affidavit establishing 
this fact. The portrait is well painted and exhibits the 
plain open countenance, broad forehead, with the tradi- 
tional chin beard, of the poor backwoodsman, whom it 
seems nature had ordained to be the leading figure in the 
m^st eventful epoch of American history, and it carries 
with it great historic value, from the fact that it was painted 
from life, and brings before us Abraham Lincoln just as 
he was, the man who emancipated the slaves and wrote 
the Gettysburg address.

THIS Catalogue forms the concluding portion of the library 
of the Hon. Samuel W. Pennypacker, Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, from 1903 to 1907. As a whole it formed 
the most remarkable collection ever offered in this country at 
public sale, and we venture to say that there is no collection of 
its kind now, either in public or private hands.
